A.  Locality  -  City  of  Boston  5  Massachusetts 

B.  Type  of  Project  -  A  mul ti -service  center  including  an  elderly 
drop-in  center,   a  food  cooperative,   a  surplus   food  program, 

a  Girls'    Club,   and  a  day  care  center, 

II.  PROGRAM  PREREQUISITES 

A.  Relocation  Requirements 

The  only  relocation  required  will    be  the  relocation  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital    Clinic  now  in  the  building.     This  clinic 
is  slated  to  move  to  the  new  Boston  City  Hospital   building 
nearing  completion  on  Massachusetts  Avenue. 

B.  Civil    Rights   -  on  file. 

C.  Service  Area  -  The  area  to  be  served  by  the  Franklin  Square 
Community  Center  basically  is   in  the  Planning  District  of  the 
South  End.     As  a  whole  it  is  densely  populated,   of  mixed 
racial,  ethnic  and  economic  background  and  age   variation. 
This   center  will    combine  amny  widely  separated  existing  ser- 
vices which   are  in  great  demand  by  the  neighborhood  into  a 
central    convenient  building. 

D.  Project  location  -  This  new  comjiiunity  center  will   be   conven- 
iently located  in  the  neighborhood  so  as   to  provide   for  great- 
er use.     It  is  easily  reached  by  foot,   bus   and  subway.      It  is 
also  directly  across   from  a  city  park  which   has   ahd  new  light- 
ing installed  to  allow  for  greater  use  of  the  park  and  the 
surrounding  facilities   and  services. 


III.  RELATIONSHIP  TO   COMPREHENSIVE   PLANNING. 

A.     Genet  ol    Plan   -  The   Franklin  Square  House   is  specifically 
identified  as  a  commLinity  facility  to  be   rehabilitated  or 
conserved  by  the  Boston   Redevelopment  Authority's  South  End 
Urban   Renewal    Plan.      See   attached   letter  from  Director  of 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  NF-113. 5 

IV.  INCOME  LEVEL  OF  AREA  TO  BE  SERVED 

A.     Population  served  -  On  the  basis  of  1970  Census  data,  over 
sixty  percent  of  the  families  vjhose  needs   are  to  be  served 
by  this   facility  are   low-   and  moderate-income   families.     Of 
the   4,314   families   in  census   tracts   0703-0712,   0804,   0S05, 
some  2,755  of  them  (63.4percent)   have  annual    incomes   less 
than  the  Section  236   limit  of  $8,100  for  a  family  of  four; 
of  the  9,272  unrelated  individuals   living  there,   some  7,740 
of  them  (83.5  percent)   have   incomes   less  than  $6,750  for  an 
individual . 14

V.      RELEVANCE   OF  PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

A.  Accessibility  to  Low-  and  Moderate  Income  Persons   -  The 
proposed  facility  will    be  made  readily  accessible  to  Icv/- 
and  moderate-income  persons  outside  the  iiT;i:iedi  ate  neighbor- 
hood.    The  Washington  Street  Elevated  serves   Roxbury,  South 
Cove,   Downtown,   Charlestown,  and  Jamaica  Plain. 3 

B.  Provision  of  Community  Service   -  The  proposed  facility 
will    provide   a  program  of  community  services   to  meet  iden- 
tified needs   of  low-  and  moderate-income  families   and  in- 
dividuals where  present  service   and  facilities  do  no  exist. 
Specifically,  no  girls'    club  and  no  surplus   food  depot 

now  exist;     the  once  successful    food  cooperative   recently 
closed  for  lack  of  a  facility.     The  need  for  each  of  the 
pi-'ograms  has   been  identified  by  the  South  End  comjiiunity. 
(See  NF-112,   116,   and   122). 8

Coordination  of  Existing  Services   -  The  proposed  f-Ieighbor- 
hood  Facility  Program  will    coordinate  and  extend  existing 
health,   recreation,  social,  or  similar  coninunity  services 
to  meet  the  needs   of  the  population  of  the  area  to  be  served. 
Specifically,   day  care  will    be  extended  under  the  coordina- 
tion  of  Child's   World;     the  existing  elderly  drop-in   center 
will    be  expanded;     the  existing  food  cooperative  will    be 
expanded.     The  need   for  the  expansion  of  these  programs   has 
been  identified  by  the  South  End  Community.      (See  NF-112, 
116,   and  123). 5

VI.    CAPACITY  TO  ADMINISTER  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD   FACILITY 

A.  Local    CoiTiiiii  tment  -  The   Commission  on  the  Affairs   of  the 
Elderly  of  the  City  of  Boston  will    provide  staff  for 
the  elderly  drop-in  center;     the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  ivill    provide   funds   to  staff  the  day-care   center 
and  surplus   food  program.     A  combination  of  these  and  other 
city  agencies  will    provide   funds   to  pay   for  the   Center  Direc- 
tor.    The  Director  will    provide   coordination  of  services,   pro- 
vide outreach,   develop  and  disseminate  information,   oversee 
record-keeping,   and  otlierwise  aid  the  operation  of  the  facil- 
ity.     (See  NF-127). 5 

B.  Program  Experience   -  The  City  of  Boston  acting  through   its 
Public  Facilities   Department  has  expeditiously  put  into 
operation  the  Dorchester  Neighborhood  House  and  has   operated 

it  in  accordance  with  contract  conditions. 5

VII.  LOCAL  EQUAL  EMPLOYMENT  AND  ENTRPRENEURIAL   EFFORT 

A.     Local    Equal    Employment  -  Activities   undert6l:en  by   the   City 
of  Boston  have  provided  relatively  superior  opportunites   for 
training  and  e nip  1  cyme nt  of  minority  persons.     The  City  of 
Boston  is  pi'esently  involved  in  a  full -range  of  loca,  state, 
and  federal   training  and  employment  programs   for  disadvan- 
taged  and  minority  persons.      In   fiscal   year   1970,    for  exam- 
ple, the  City  of  Boston  spent  $52  million  in  Federal   monies 
for  training  and  employment  programs.      Relatively  superior 
opportunities   for  minority  persons  are  provided  in  Boston. 
In  a  typical   month,  November,   1971,   85  percent  of  the  nev/  en- 
rol lees  in  ABCD  programs  were  minority  individuals.     Efforts 
are  continually  being  made  to  review  and  improve  the  existing 
programs.     A  case  in  point  is   the  recent  revision  of  the  Bos- 
ton Plan   for  the  training  and  hiring  of  minority  individuals 
in  the  contracting  industry.

B.  Equal  Entrpreneuri al  Effort  -  Activities  undertal'.en  by  the 
City  of  Boston  have  provided  relatively  superior  opportun- 
ities  for  business   concerns   oimed;   controlled,   or  managed 

by  minority  persons.     The  City  of  Boston  has  established  with- 
in the  Office  of  Human   Rights   an  Economic  Development  Program 
to  assist  minority  entrepreneurs   in  obtaining  loans,  negoti- 
ating contracts,   locating  sites,   etc.     The  effort   is   in  addi- 
tion to  private  efforts   such   as   Circle  Association  and  other 
public   sponsored   programs.     The  major  public  activity   at  the 
local    level    is  the  Economic  Planning  and  Development  Program 
of  the  Model    Cities  Agency.     The  program  supports   a  private 
community  development  corporation  which   isresponsible,   in 
part,   for  assisting  minority  business. 

C.  Affirmative  Action  -  The  City  of  Boston   has   taken  affirmative 
action  in  its  own  employment  .in  the  hiring,   training,   etc. 

of  minority  persons,  with   relatively  superior  results.     The 
City  of  Boston  requires   affirmative  action  plans   from  all   de- 
velopers with  whom  it  signs  Land  Disposition  Agreements.      In 
addition,   under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act,   the  City  has 
agreed  to  establish  minimum  hiring  goals   as   follows:     56"  of 
the  total  work  force  under  Section  5  and  48"  under  Section  5. 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Franklin  Community  Center  Cor- 
poration now  includes   four  whites,   three  blacks,  and  one  Span- 
ish-speaking members,   as  well    as    Interfaith  Housing  Corpora- 
tion.     In  all    of  its   previous   developments    (including  its   sub- 
urban developments)   Interfaith  has   rented  to  a  substantial 
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number  of  minority  families.      (See  Affirmative  .'''larketing  Plan 
contained   in   Franklin  Square   House  236   Feasibility  Applica- 
tion).    Ilembership  in  the   Franklin  Coinmunity  Center  Corpora- 
tion  further  includes    representation   from  Chinese  Golden  Age 
Club;   the  St.    George   Syrian  Orthodox.   Church,   and  the  St.   John 
the  Baptist  Greek  Orthodox   Church, 


Each   of  the  programs  expect  to  hire  employees   in  a  manner 
roughly  proportional    to  tkie  clientele   they  serve.     The  staff 
of  the  Child's  World  approximates   the  ethnic  mix  in  the  pov- 
erty target  areas   it  serves;     the  ethnic  composition  City 
employees  now  at  the  Franklin  Square  House  approximates  the 
ethnic  mix  of  the  South  End;     the  South  End  Peoplefood  Cooper- 
ative now  has   only  one  employee  who  is  white,     the  South  End 
Girls'    Club  has   no  employees  as  yet. 4

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authoi^ity  supports   the  application  of  the 
Franklin  Community  Center  Corporation   for  a  Neighborhood  Facilities 
Grant  for  the  purposes  of  rehabilitating  the  Franklin  Square  House. 
We  have   reviewed  the  application  and  found  it  to  be  highly  commend- 
able.     In  addition,   the  Franlclin  Square   House  is   specifically  identi- 
fied as   a  coirniunity  facility  to  be   rehabilitated  or  conserved  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Autiiori  ty 's   South  End  Urban   Renev;al   Plan. 

The  facility  would  be  consistent  with   comprehensive  planning  for  t!ie 
community  in  that   the  South  End  Urban  Renewal    Plan  calls   for  the 
Franklin  Square  House  to  be  rehabilitated  as   a  community  facility. 

The  basic  objectives  of  the  South  End  Urban   Renewal   Plan  are  to: 

a.  Proiiiote  and  expedite  public  and  private  development; 

b.  Insure  the  public  health  and  safety; 

c.  Strengthen  the  physical   pattern  of  local   neighborhood 
activities; 

d.  Provide  an  economically,   socially  and  racially  integrated 
community; 

e.  Provide  a  framework  of  environmental    conditions  better 
suited  to  meet  the  requirements  of  comtemporary  living; 

f.  Promote  the  growth  of  indtistry,   comm,e)xe,   and  institutions 
in  appropriate  locations,   and  strengthen  and  expand  the 
real   property  tax  base  of  the  city. 

The  rehabilitation  of  the  Franklin  Square  House  as  a  community 
facility/elderly  residence  is  completely  consistent  wi  th  these 
goals. 


The  Urbsn   Renewal   Plan   is,   as  you  know,   changing  the  character 
of  the  neighborhood  along  the  lines   of  our  objectives.     Blight  is 
being  eliminated   through   a  combination  of  rehabilitation  and  new  con- 
struction.    Boston  City  Hospital    and  B.U.   Medical    Center  are  both 
undergoing  intensive  now  construction  nearby.     We  expect  that  the 
Washington  Street  eleveated  will    come  down  wi'thin  a  fe'w  years. 
The  rehabilitation  of  the   Franklin  Square  House  will    contribute  to 
the  revitalization  of  the  area. 

Vie  strongly  urge  you  to  fund  this   proposal. 


C.  Coordination  of  Resources   -  There  was   substar.tisi    participa- 
tion in  the  planning  by  other  local    agencies ;  such  as   the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,   United  South  End  Settlements, 
Interfaith  Housing  Corporation,  South  End  lieighborhood  Action 
Program,   Boston  Centre   for  Older  Americans,  and  the  Associa- 
tion for  Older  Americans.     The  Massachusetts   Department  of 
Public  Welfare  will   be  providing  funds  to  operate  the  day 
care   center  and  the  surplus   food  program.     Tiie  Commission  on 
Affairs   of  the  Elderly  is   providing  staff  for  the  drop-in  cen- 
ter.

D.  Participation  in  Areawide  or  Metropolitan  Planning  -  Boston 
has  three  representatives  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council  :

3.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.

X.  Expansion  of  Housing 

A.  Expansion  of  lov/  and  moderat:.  income  housing  (applicant)-  -  -3 
Low  and  moderate  income  housing  is  being  significantly 

expanded  in  Boston.  The  major  limiting  factor  to  development 
has  been  the  scaixity  of  federal  liousing  subsidy  funds.  Since 
1970,  though,  approximately  3,000  units  for  low  and  moderate 
income  have  been  built  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

At  present  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  undei^taking 
a  major  project  study  by  whicii  they  wish  to  determine  the  number 
and  location  of  housing  units  constructed  during  the  past  12  years 
in  Boston.  To  date  these  figures  are  not  complete  enough  to 
detail  at  this  time. 

The  BRA  is  aware  of  about  10,000  low  and  moderate  income 
units  which  are  in  various  planning  stages  for  new  construction 
and  an  additional  undetermined  number  for  rehabilitation. 

Within  the  Model  Cities  area  over  1,000  dwelling  units  of 
FHA  236  housing  have  been  rehabilitated,  500  are  in  the  process 
of  being  rehabilitated  and  600  more  are  in  the  process  of  being 
planned. 

B.  Expansion  of  low  and  moderate  income  housing  (locality) 3 

Many  public  housing  units  have  been  constructed  in  the  plan- 
ning district  of  the  South  End.  Prior  to  1957  over  800  well  con- 
structed and  an  additional  400  are  planned.  In  the  area  of  pub- 
licly subsidized  housing,  over  700  have  been  completed  within 

the  last  few  years,  approximately  450  are  under  construction 
and  over  600  dwelling  units  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons 
are  planned.

The  City  of  Doston  and  the  BRA  have  encourogecl  the  construction 
of  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  families  and  individuals 
in  all  parts  of  the  city.  During  the  past  1  1/2  years  approximately 
2,000  of  these  units  have  completed  alone,  1,800  are  under  con- 
struction and  another  5,000  are  being  planned. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  currently  implementing  a 
program  of  locating  low  income  elderly  housing  outside  of  high 
concentration  of  low  income  persons.  To  date,  484  of  these  units 
are  under  construction  and  an  additional  1,021  units  are  being 
developed. 

On  I'lap  1,  the  sites  of  low  and  moderate  income  uriits  which 
have  either  been  built  between  1960-1972  or  are  in  the  final  planning 
stages  which  have  been  identified  so  far  are  shown. 
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XI.    COMi'iUllITY   DEVELOPMENT 

A.   To  an  extremely  significant  degree,  the  neighborhood  Facilities 
portion  of  the  Franklin  Square  House  is  necessary  for  undertaking 
other  publicly  supported  development  activities.     The  prograii!  will 
provide   for  the  care   and  feeding  of  tenants,  which   is  critical 
to  the  residential   portion  of  the  building  and  irriportant  to  the 
other  200  +  elderly  housing  units   being  developed  in  the  area. 
The  whole  center  is  necessary  for  the  successful    completion  of 
the  South  End  Urban   Renewal   plan. 6

Tha  t/ires  aspects  of 
this  program  are  co--?7r?jnity  served,   overall  purpose^  and   practical 
operations « 

Thare  are  22,680  residents  in  the  South  End.  of  Boston,    which  is 
a   rmlti~racial  and  ethnic  com,^Hmty.      This  is  predominantly  a 
low~inco7ne  area  ..^with   6,689  (2c)    yjolfare  recipients,    who  auto- 
imtically  qualify  for   surplus  food.      It  is  essential    to  realize 
that   this  number  represents  only  a   portion  of  those   eligible   to 
be   served   by  a  surplus  food  distribution  center   in   the  Franklin 
Square  House,     Currently,    there  is  no  surplus   food  center  in 
the  South  End;    the  closest  one  being  as  average  distance  of  three 
miles, .  .with  no  available  public   transportation.      The   Food  Co-op, 
being  an  independent  community  group,    is  open   to  all   residents. 
At   this  time,    there  are   325  families  parti.cipating  in  the  Co-^op, 
which  represents  an  average  growth  rate  of  40  families  per  month. 
Due   to   the  presejit  lack  of  facilities,   any  attenjpt   to  serve  a 
greater  number  of  residents  h3S  been  impossible. 

The  purpose  of  the  combined  food  program  is  to  provide  quality 
foodf    i/hich  is  easily  accessible,  .-.and  economically  priced.      It  is 
evident  to  all    those  v.'ho  live  in  the  South  End,  and  depend  on 
local   stores,    that   this   is  a   crucial  and  desperate  need.     According 
to  a   Boston  University  survey,    the  area   stores  are  higher   priced 
with  lower  quality  than  most ..  .specifically,    the   local  ASP  has 
the  highest  prices  of  any  metropolitan  supern^^rket^ -^ ' ^    -phe   Food 
Co-op  also  has  as  one  of  it's  primary  objectives;    meeting  the 
special   needs  of  different  segments  of  tho  community,   such  as   the 
elderly,    Spardsb^s peeking,  Cliinese,   etc.     As  its'  part  in   this 
combined  program/    the  Surplus  Food  t.diJ   provide  quality  staole 
products  in  a   centrally  located  area   in   the  South  End.      It  is 
imperative   that   the  food  programs  have    the  use  of  the  Franklin 
Square  House,    because  it  is   the  only  community   facility   which  satis- 
fies  the  above-stated  crucial   needs.
